GRAND FORKS, N. D. (®)— 
Traveling to the moon may ulti- 
mately be simpler in this post- 
atomic age than going about Am- 
erica but it probably won't be as 
much fun.

This column ventured the per- 
haps extreme view yesterday that 
the liberty-loving countries of 
eastern Europe, which have been 
communized by force, won't in- 
definitely accept such regimenta- 
tion—-that either communism will 
purge itself to totalitarianism or 
its unwilling satellites will in due 
course. take matters into their 
own hands in the’ cause of fres- 
; dom. 

Let’s take an- ° 


other look at 
that today. The 
problem of 


these small 
) nations which 
have been reg- 
imented by 
strong - arm 
methods was 
well epito- 
mized by U. 5S. P 
Secretary of DeWitt Mackenzie 
State Marshall in his loudly ap- 
plauded address before the cIo 
convention in Boston. Marshall 
wasn’t speaking specifically of 
eastern Europe but in more gen- 
eral terms, and his pungent com- 
ment provides an excellent defi- 
nition of democracy. 


The secretary declared that in 
his view the basic issue today is 
“whether or not men are to be 
left free to organize their social, 
political and economic existence 
in accordance with their desires; 
or whether they are to have their 
lives arranged and dictated for 
them by small groups of men who 
have arrogated to themselves this 
arbitrary power.” 

That on thumb-nail is the prob- 
lem of the subjugated countries 
of eastern Europe. If I weren't 
| personally acquainted with these 
peoples (which I am, _ history 
would provide ample evidence for 
the statement that every one of 
them is prepared to risk life for 
freedom, as has been demonstrated 
through the centuries, going back 
even to the middle ages. A list 
| of their names reads like a bat- 
| tle-line for freedom: Finland, Po- 
{land, Romania, Bulgaria, Yugo- 
slavia, Albania, Hungary, Czecho- 
| slovakia (the last named not “sub- 
jugated” but within the Russian 
ozne of influence.) 

All of them have felt the iron 
‘ heel of Bolshevism, and a couple 
Finland and Poland—-have bitter 
memories of Red assault. Tiny 
| Finland was attacked and con- 
quered by mighty Soviet Russia 
| in 1939 and was forced to cede ter- 
| ritory to the Soviet Union. Pres- 
| ident Roosevelt declared the Rus- 
; Sian invasion was a profound shock 
| to the United States and jeopar- 
| dized “the rights of mankind to 
| self-government.” British Prime 
| Minister Chamberlain scored the 
| Soviet attack. Then Poland was 
| divided territorially between Mos- 
‘ cow and Berlin on the eve of Hit- 
j ler’s attack on that country-—-an 

assault which launched the world 
| war, 
| Of course most of these peoples 

now are shut away from the west- 
ern world by the “iron curtain,” 

However, they know and admire 
| the democracies, and they won't 
forget unless the curtain is main- 
; tained for a long period. I've 
| talked with many of them, in all 
| walks of life, and their thoughts 
dwell heavily on freedom of the 

individual.
